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THE  most  remarkadle  account  I 
tan  give  of  my  paretife  is,  that 
my  father  was  hanged  for  felony,  and 
my  mother  transported  for  the  'same 
act,  after  she  was  delivered  of  me  in 
Newgate,*from  whence  I  vt&S  taken  by 
some  gypsies,  who  I  remdfiiber,  left  me 
at  Colchester,  in  Essex.  '  !  *■  • 

There the  magistrates  taking  pity  on 
me,  put  me  to  a  nurse,  with  Vhom  I 
was  thirteen  yearsi  at  the  end  of  which 
time  she  died,  and  then  being  fancied 
by  a  rich  gentlewoman^ -fop  •myr:fine 
needlework,  I  shared  in  the  education 
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of  her  daughter,  learning  to  dance, 
speak  French,  and  play  upon  music. 
These  qualifications  together  with  my 
beauty  caused -51  yrlady’s  eldest  son  to 
pretend  love  to  me  ;  and,  &t  last  with 
his  alluring  speeches,  his  all-powerful
